Washington, Aug. 10.—The one hun- 
dred (and ‘twenty-second birthday — of 
one of the most ‘important branches of 
the United States govern:ent. slipped} 
by (he other uiyalmost unnoticed, The 


department of state was born July 27, 
4789. President George Washington 
was the author of the law creating it, 
There were few. in the diplomatic: de- 
partment who are acquainted with its 
whole history, and.itis doubtful if even 
Secretary of State Knox thought of the 
fact that July 27, 1941, marked its 
birthday anniversary. 

The bill- creating a departinent of 
foreign affairs, or department of state, 
as it later became, was one of the frst 
Jaws enacted by ‘the rst session’ of 
congress, ‘The’ departinent of state, 
furthermore; was the frst of the exe- 
eulivesbranches of the government to 
be . established and for the reason; 
partly, at least, has ehvays taken pre- 
cedence over the” other execulive 
branches. “Also, this explains why the 
sechetary of state and Jils wife are next 
to the President and. frst. lady of the 
Jand jn rectiving line atl White House 
receptions and on other state ovea- 
sions, 

The State department was in practi+ 
eal existence for about ten years prior, 
fo the passage of the law offeially 
erealing il, an unnamed division of the 
government having performed the of- 
floes of a -forelyn retalions or state de- 
partment back in the days of the Gon- 
tinental congress. ae 

The first secretary of foreign. af- 
fairs; under the law of July 27, 1789, 

avas: Thomas Jefferson, who was ap- 
pointed by President Washington, ‘in 
September. of the same year, Noto un- 
til April of the following year did the 
Irst-seeretary assume his oMeial du- 
ties... About Mfteen years before the 
creation of the foreign affairs depart- 
ment, Ovetober 26, . 1774, Benjamin 
Franklin and certain colleagues of his 
were, oflecially delogated tu appear be- 
fore foreign courts as representatives 
of the United Colonies of America, 
That was the inception of the present 
department of state. On November 
29, 1775, the Continental eongress took 
fhe first formal step toward the crea- 
fion of a department to deal with for- 
eign affairs when there came into exist- 
ence a@ secret committee of correspond- 
ence, 

Some eighteen months later, in Ap- 
ril, (777, the title of the committee on 
correspondence Was changed lo com- 
mittee on foreign affairs. Until the 
eslublishment of a permanent Depart- 
ment of foreign affairs in 1789, diplo- 
matic ‘correspondence and negotiations 
were directed by a committee, 

It has been principally through the 
department of slate that the United 
States has reached ils present exalled 
station in the congress of nations, And 
the department of state, with all ils’ 
power and its perfected system, with 
its well-oiled diplomatic grooves which 
quickly permit direct negotiations with 
foreign oMees of all countries, ‘is rela- 
lively foday, as in {he past, the power 
for advancement of this country’s in- 
terestsy  ” rei : E 

The records show that the. first] 
treaty ever signed recognizing the in- 
dependence of the United States was 
©The Treaty of Amity and Commerce, 
and of Alliance Eventual and Defensive 
between the United States and France."

to proceed and the men to escape, Ma- 
jor Greenwood siales that within a few 
years five. members of his household 
have been robbed in the Hackney road 
in broed daylight, ‘The thieves are 
generally roughs, of. from. 18 to 25 
years old, and (hey. 50 about-in-gaugs of 
four ar five, ‘They donot, piek: pock- 
els, but-vielently seize what they want 
and run, and generally wet clear away,

T is a matter of common knowledge that certain 
forms appeal more readily to the eye than others. 
By a clever manipulation of light and shade and a 
proper porticning of the component parts an adver- 
tisement may be made to arrest the attention and £0 
please our aesthetic senee as to merit the careful

wom PCrusal which all persons engaged in attracting the 
| public attention so much desire. While on the 


| other hand a haphazard assembling of equally clever 
| matter 
| tone appearance which it presents to the eye, 
| So great is becoming the power cf the press end so 
increasingly stupendous are becoming. the expenci- 
| tures for advertising matter that_a discussion:of-the 
underlying principles which conduce to grace and 
| beauty of form and consequently to interest on the 
; part of the observer may not be out of place. More 
especially should such a discussion be of interest in view 
of the fact that the laws of beauty are universal and ap- 
plicable to many of the constructive crafts as weil as to 
printing and a more intimate working knowledge. of them 
should result in increased beauty in many places. 


An analysis for beauty of elementary forms wculd 
eventually lead us to the spiral or serventine line as the 
one posecssing the most grace. Hicgarth’s line of beauty, 
with which many artists are familiar, but few know: the: 
origin, is but a simple modification of the serpentine wave, 
the beauty of which is exemplified in winding paths or 
tertuous brooks. But as the curved line is, generally 
speaking, beyond the possibilities of the typographer, 
the discussion must be limited to an examination of.the 


*'forms with which we have to work. 


Given a certain amount of copy, the work of. pro- 
ducing a graceful and pleasing design falls under three 
The size and quality of the stock or paper, on 
which we will print it; the general form or design which 
we will use, and the contrasts and gradations of tone 
which by proper selection of materials we may secure. ° 


Before discussing each of these in detail it will be 
necessary that we have some standards oer Jaws on which 
to base our acceptance or rejection of the various com- 
binations which we may find it possible to use. 


The first of these laws is fitness. By fitness we mean 
that the object must be designed with due consideration 
of the use to which it may be put. It must be large 
enough to avoid the appearance of skimpiness and: yet 
not bulky..enough to denote “extravagant waste. A 
dwelling. which to our. accepted standards appears’ too 
small for human habitation is a subject of mirth especial- 
ly when situated in the midst of larger and: more com- 
fortable. houses, while a similar house much reduced. in 
size but designed to shelter dolls excites’ no comment. 
Similarly a-horse with the body and Jimbs’of'a racer but 
the head and’ neck of a truck horse would offend the eye 
by. its incongruity. : 


The second law is uniformity. Articles piled, stacked 
or placed uniformly are always more pleasing than similar 
things. strewn haphazard. No further elaboration of this 
law seems necessary, save to note that while uniformity 
is greatly to be desired, it does not in itself contribute 
much to beauty. A straight line is a model of uniformity 
but is not of itself very beautiful. 


The third principle is quantity, for much as we may 
disparage undue extravagance of size, it cannot be denied 
that bodies sometimes appal us by their very magnitude. 
Large buildings and mountains command our attention; 
likewise a full page ad. will often receive more comment 
than the subject matter deserves, 


The fourth law is that of intricacy. The active mind 
desires employment. The love of pursuit, merely as 
pursuit is implanted in our natures, consequently the eye 
has a sort of enjoyment in following the ins and outs of a 
design, no matter what form they may take and any 
fombi:sition of lines which will lead the eye a chase is 
assured of at least that much attention. 


The fifth law is symmetry. Balance we must have, 
as the mind is always. fearful of anything that has the 
appearance of toppling. A scale with only one arm 
would at once appeal to us as useless or a boat with out- 
hanging masts on one side. would give us a sense of 
insecurity. . Hence we desire completeness or at least 
some counter. to overhanging weight. ; 


But the last-and greatest of all these laws is variety. 
VJithout variety we have little or no art and nature her- 
self furnishes so many examples of the necessity of this 
trait that discussion seems unnecessary. 


Returning to the question of material on which to 
work; the nature of the work. generally determines the 
quality and physical characteristics of the paper we will 
use. It need not, however, determine the size nor the 
proportion. © The size should be regulated by the pos- 
sibility of receiving the subject matter sct in a type 
which is easily rezdable and a sufficient margin allowed 
for design and varicty- of tone. The proportions are

Ana now, having. déterinined an esthetic proportion 
for our: canvas, the form.of the picture should next claim 
our attention.
